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|LIVED MANY CENTURIES AGO 


i Skeleton of Giant Wombat, Recently 


Found in Tasmania, Believed to 
Be 20,000 Years Old. 

A complete skeleton recently discov- 
ered in the Mowbray marsh, on the far 
outskirts of the wild marshy regiong 
of Northwest Tasmania confirms the 
existence 20,000 or 30,000 years ago of 
a giant wombat (one of the pouched 
animals peculiar to the Antipodes). 
The discovery was made by Mr, 
Lovett, a farmer, who was digging a 
drain into the swamp. 

The skeleton lay buried in six feet 
of decayed vegetable matter resting op 
sand that was once the bed of a fake, 
Mr. Scott of the Launceston museum, 
examined and excavated the skeleton 
and expressed the opinion that the 
animal had lived perhaps more than 
years ago, says: the London 
Dally Mail. It is the only specimen 
yet discovered. In life the animal 
would be bigger than a mule, with 
four elephantine legs and a head very 
much like a bulldog. Experts believe 
it to be a smaller species of a gigantic 
marsupial approaching in size the 
Brontosaurus (which weighed 80 to 90 
tony). It has Jong, bearlike tusks. and 
probably lived on herbs and was slow 
of mavement. 

The present-day ‘wombat is 2 bur- 
rowing animal from two to three feet 
long, with a short, thick body, short 
legs and vory tittle tall.

France his young wife, whose fam- 

fly was of noble blood. Shortly after- 
ward he was taken with the fever and 
died, leaving her alone on the isle. 

Estranged from her family and with- 
out means, the young widow made her 
way to an uninhabited islend where 
she could cultivate the soil without 
the payment of rent, and chere she 
built a rude home for herself and her 
little child, a daughter whom she 
named Virginia, 

At the same time another woman 
with a son named Paul settled on the 
same island, and the two women, mu- 
tually grateful for aid and comfort. be- 
came fast friends. although they had 
been of different stations in life. 

Marguerite’s servant, named Domin- 


go, a powerful black man, was the 
husband of Marie, who was Madame 
de La Tour’s hand maid. Bound to 


each other by similar needs the two 
lonely women spent much time togeth- 
er, and the two children were swinost 
inseparable. Their attachment was 
very marked even from the cradle. If 
Virginia was in trouble, the erles of 
Paul made it koown.

FIVE BILLS UP TO CONGRESS 
pave coemaay : 

Legion Legislative Committee ts Preas- 
‘ing Passage of Measures important 
to World War Men. 

Five bills are being pressed by the 
legislative committee of the American 
Legion ct the present session of con- 
gress. Foremost among those in pub- 
He luterest is the Fordney bill, that pre- 
vides adjusted cOmpensation for all ex- 


service men, but more jmportant in the- 


eyes of Legion men ure the Watson 
bill, the Rogers biil, the Stevenson bill 
and # sundry appropriation bill allow- 
Ing $10,000,000 for hospital construc- 
thon. 

The Fordney, or “ponus” bill, passed 
the house in the last days of the last 
session of the. Sixty-sixth congress. It 
then was referred to the senate finance 
vommittee, of which Senator Boies 
Venrose of Penngylvunlu ts chairman. 
Assurances were given that eurly hear- 
ings would be held on the bill. 

The Fordney bill, as ft stands now, 
provides a cash payment for ull yet- 
erans up to and including the grade of 
eaptain, of one dollar a day for each 
day of home service, and $1.25 a day 
for foreign service, with a mit of $500 
und $625, respectively. Or, the option 
of the same amount. plus 40 per cent 
if tuken in the form of government cer- 
lificates, assistance in the purchase of 
a home or farm or vocational training. 

The Fordney bill, however, will be 
suburdinated to the other four pet 
all of which aim at 
wf the condition of 
the disabled. In this the legislative 
committee ts following the mandate 
of the second national Legion convern- 
lion, which wenr on record that “mat- 
ters for the benefit of the sick and dis- 
abled are of first importance apd are 
tu be given preference over all oth- 
ev legislation affecting the welfare of 
the service men.” 

The Wuson bl provides for 14 re- 
gional branches of the bureau of war 
risk insuranre, as many sub-offices as 
aud would muke it 
possible for ex-service men to pay 
their government insurance premiums 
at aby post office. It relieves from the 
payment of premiums disabled men !n 
hospitals or taking vocational train- 
ing and men temporarily disabled. It 
extends the time in which ex-service 
men may apply for hospitalization. It 
is a bill that would improve the effi- 
elency of the war risk bureau and 
would give justice to the disabled. The 
Watson bill passed the house unani- 
mously at the last session, It then 
was referred ta a Sub-committee of 
the senate finance committee, 

The Rogers bill represents the efforts 
of the American Legion to obtain’ co- 
operation berween the bureaus func- 
tioning for the benefit of disabled ex- 
service men. It provides for the trans- 
fer of the rehabilitation section of the 
federal board of vocational training 
and of the public health service to the 
jurisdiction of the war risk bureau. 
The plan is to have all the bureaus un- 
der one directing and responsible head, 
preferably a new cabinet officer.

the iuiprovement 


l the same privilege of retirement for 


disabled officers of the emergency 
forces as is now enjoyed by ofheers of 
the regular army, a privilege already 
accorded by congress to emergency of- 
ficers of the navy.

KAMCHATKA: Rhea 
POOR RELATION. 


The Kumchatkan peninsula and the 
Siberfan country between it aud the 


Arctic oceup bhaye attracted interna- 
tional attention since the report of its 
lease tu a syndicate of Americans for 
the development of its natural re- 
sources. This region is a sort of half- 
sister tu Alaska, which was also ouce 
Russian territury. 

Alaska, the more comely sister, 
fared forth, so to speak, Was sold into 
the family of the wealthy Unele Sain, 
and bas had a Ife rich in excitement 


and adventure. Kamchatka, the more 
homely s{ster, remained under the {tus- 
sian rooftree on the west side of 


Bering sea, and has lived in seclusion. 

Kamehatka und the country north 
to Bering strutt contain a large aren 
of tundra or Arctic plains; soft, spougy 
Imorasses during the few months of 
sultiner > frozen, snow-covered wastes 
in winter. In the higher land tmpene- 
trable underbrush springs up in sum- 
mer, What little travel is possible at 
this season js done on the backs of 
sturdy ponfes who must wade up the 
shallow streams or plod, through the 
stleky swamps, 
vasy. Teams of dogs and reindeer 
whisk laden sledges over the frozen 
surface of the streams and across the 
snow of the tundra at a rate, under 
favorahie circumstances, of 75 miles 
or more a day. ‘Tralls that are virtu- 
ally highways are beaten down by the 
teams of the natives bringing their 
furs—the chief present resources of 
the country—to the trading posts, 

In the summer the curse of the 
moist regions of the north strikes the 
Kamehatkan country; swarms of 
mosquitoes and flies thicken the air 
and make life miserable for all liv- 
ing things. The nomadic natives flee 
with their herds of reindeer to the sea- 
coast, where the breezes give some re- 
lief, 

Thaugh the climate of Kamchatka ts 
rigorous, a Westerner is likely to con- 
sider the food of the country more so. 
Bowls of bofied fishes’ eyes are the 
most popuJar delicacy in the Jower 
peninsula where the silver hordes: of 
salmon run. up most of the streams. 
To the north reindeer meat in some 
form fs the universal plece de resist- 
ance, the tongues and marrow bones 
belng prized in particular. 

“Cold storage’ eggs contribute to 
Kamehatka’s tables. The eggs are 
obtained from the nests of gulls and 
other wild fowls and are buried in 
pits on the frosty north side of a hilt 
until needed. Frozen berries also eke 
out the winter fare. : 

“Soup balls," carried by winter trav- 
elers, are likely to prove a compensa- 
tion to western palates. They are 
small balls of reindeer “sausage” sur- 
rounded by a crust of dough, the whole 
about the size of an English walnut. 
These balls freeze and are carried in 
bags like marbles. A handful! dropped 
Into a kettle of boiling water produces 
within a few minutes a delectable and 
Sustaining dish, 

The Kamchatkan peninsula proper 


fs about 754 miles in length. and the 
distance from its roots to Bering 
strait is an equal distance. Kam- 


chatka Hes in the same latitude as the 
British Isles, while the country north 
to the Arctic ocean is In the latitude 
of Norway. The Kamchatka region ts 
bathed by cold urctic currents Instead 
of the warm Gulf stream, and Its cli- 
mate is therefore much colder than 
that of Britain and Scandinavia.

KOBE, OSAKA AND 
YOKOHAMA. 


Eastern questions will hereafter be- 
come for many members of congress 
more realistic and understandable 
and therefore sympathetically treated, 
since their visit to the commercial cit- 
jes of Japan during their trip through 
the Orient. 

Kobe, Osaka and Yokohama proudly 
displayed for American observation 
their busy factories with their inter- 
esting products, and bustling docks 
where junks plying inland waters and 
foreign-bound steamers ate gorging 
and disgorging freight. 

The busy city of Kobe may be en- 
tered after a charming trip through 
the Inland sea, that picturesque Jand- 
locked basin with four channels to 
the outer sea, a fairyland of islands 
covered with tempies and trees which 
is famous in Japanese song and story. 
One writer has called it the Gem of 
the World. Certainly {ft is one of the 
most beautiful sea routes in the world. 

Kobe, with its 2,741 acres of excel- 
fent harbor, which in modern, up-to 
date fashion has been divided syste- 
matically Into sections for junks, mer- 
chant vessels and for dreadnanghts of 
the Japanese navy, is the most at- 
tractive of the treaty p®rts, and has 
within the last few years shot ahead 
of Yokohama in the volume of {ts com- 
merce, its total trade being about 40 
per cent of the whole trade of the 
country. It ships copper, rice, straw 
hemp, chip braida for hats, mattings, 
camphor, tea and cotton yarn, and 
yearly enough passengers land of its 
docks to make a city the size of Se- 


attie, Kansas City or Providence. 
This port, which is now so attrac

tively situated on the bill slopes ryn- 
ning down to the sea, was merely a 
group of fishing huts about fifty years 
ago when it was first opened to for- 
eign cotmerce. 

Osaka, which hus been styled be- 
cause of its numerous canais and 
bridges, the Venfce of the East, ts 
one of the three tmperial cities, and 
bas a population of a millon. Here 
ig located the Japanese mint, cover- 
ing 40 acres, a shipyard having a 1,- 
000-foot frontage, and important fac- 
tories which make cotton cloth, glass. 
iron and steel products, bvots and 
shoes, matches and tobacce products. 
Most of the trade of Osaka, however, 
since the harbor fs unsuited for large 
vessels, Js with the interior, 

Japan's other Important port, Yo: 
kohama, was where Commodore Perry 
first entered the country jn 1854. As 
the ship steams out from the city and 
the picturesque lttle towns about the 
harbor fade into the haze, the majes- 
ue form of Fujivama, the sacred 
Inountaln still towers In the distance. 
for those who have climbed {ts rugged 
height in the dark before dawn fo see 
the sun rise in splendor over its rim 
and haye peered Into the crater of the 
ald volcano, the ptceture ts ove they 
will be glad to bring home wlth them 
in their hearts. 


GUATEMALA: LAND OF 
UPHEAVALS AND 
PROGRESS. 


A condition ef upheaval, not neces- 
sirily from: political causes, Is noth- 
ing new to the republic of Guatemala. 
‘This country has wonderfully rich and 
fertile soil and its climate rurely is 
equated. 

The city of Guatemala, which is now 
partially rebuilt. was the scene of one 
of the most viclent earthquakes known 
in Central American history. 
earthquake extended over several 
months during the Jntter part of 1917 
and the early months of 1918. It be- 
gan November 17, i917. On Christ- 
inas night In the parks of the city, 
beneath a full moon in an untroubled 
sky, the populace huddled watching 
in fear and misery their homes, the 
trees, and the earth as well, creep, 
writhe and twist. 

On the night of January 24, the 
moon again beamed from a cloudiess 
sky wpon these people as they ‘saw 
nearly every remaining edifice in thelr 
city tumble In whirlwinds of dust. 
The tremors seemed to center under 
the very city itself, and spectators 
have said that they feared‘that the 
earth would give away and a volcano 
form in the very heart 
Houses and bell towers crumbled, wa- 
ter mains were broken, the sewage 
oozed up In the streets and, in the 
cemeteries, skeletons were shaken out 
of their coffins. 

One can take a steamer from New 
Orlenns and in three days reach Puer- 
to Barrios, on the Gulf of Amatique, 
along the sunny eastern shores of the 
country, Where stately paluus wave ip 
greeting. 

Along this seacoast and farther tn- 
land large banana plantations cover. 
thousands of acres, Th{s one compar- 
atively small country raises for Its 
own and the outside world's consump- 
tion about ten million bunches of ba- 
hanas a year. The valley of the Mo- 
tagua river is considered one of the 
most densely vegetated regions of the 
world. 

But the most important crop of the 
state is coffee. In 1918 Guatemala 
produced about one hundred and ten 
million pounds of coffee, more than 
seventy million pounds of which were 
exported to the United States. 

In the mountalns of southwestern 
Guatemala ltve pure-blonded Indians 
who have won admiration of travel- 
ers for their physique, cleantiness aud 
scrupulous honesty. One visitor tells 
of trying to buy a ring from an In- 
dian girl, who refused to sell because 
the jewel was not pure gold, and she 
did not wish to sell a stranger ap 
{mitation! 

These Indians wear beautiful shawls 
with no fringes, dyed In brilliant col- 
ors. When brought to this country 
specimens have withstood repeated 
washing and the colors have retained 
thelr marvelous luster,

ZARA: FAMOUS FOR ITS 

MARASCHINO AND ITS 
CHURCHES. 


Zara, where Gabriele d’Anninzio 
landed troops to strengthen his posi- 
tion at Flume, !s ceded to Italy under 
the terms of the Rapallo agreement 
between Italy and Jugo-Slavia. This 
city, noted for its churches and {ts 
maraschino, fs described tn a communi- 
cation to the National Geographic so- 
ciety by Kenneth McKenzie as fol- 
lows: 

“Starting from Fiume. one sail 
down the channel called Quamerolo, 
leaving Istria and the Guif of Quar- 
nero to the right. The Island of Arhe, 
about half way to Zara, has an old ca- 
thedral with a Twelfth-century tower. 
Coming from Trieste, one skirta the 
western shore’ of Istria, stopping per- 
haps at Royigno and at Pola, The 
stay of an hour enables one to get a 
hurried giimpse of the great amphi- 
theater and other Roman remains of 
Pola, under Austrian rule, an impor 
tant naval station and strongly fortl- 
fied. The language here ts chiefly 
Italian, Istria would well repay the 
time devoted to a trip of several days; 
but we pass on, stopping at one or 
two 6f the islands, to Zara, the most 
northerly town of importance in Dal- 
matia, 

“Zara ts noted all over the world 
for !ts,maraschino, Aside from this, 
however, the town has many attrac: 
tions to offer. On landing from the 
stenmer in the ftand-locked harbor, 
we find ourselves in front of a gate

of the city. 


in the town wall. Over the gate is 
the winged Non of St. Mark, often 
met with bere and elsewhere tn Dal- 
matia, and a symbol of the former do 
minloa of the repubile of Venice. 
Passing through the gate, we enter the 
hurrow paved streets of a typleal Ital- 
lan city, such as we may imagine {c 
to have been two or three centuries 
go, except that the hotels are more 
comfortable. There are many wedleval 
churches jn the town, ‘otereating 
architecturally, aud containing works 
of art. The cathedral tx purticular, 
a majestic Ramanesque church, ts 
richly adorned outside with many ar- 
cades of little columne and inside with 
marbles and pain‘ings. It is in the 
best Italfan stele of the Midd'e Ages 
Its campanile is a lundmark. 
“Wandering among the narrow 
streets, we cume upean several open 
squares and market places, where in 
the morning scores of peasants may 
be seen in their brillfant-colored eos- 
tines. There are Roman remains, 
too—coluimis and statues, 


“Lenving Zara, the steamer comes 
out er the harbor, encircles the peint 
of Isnd on which the city stands, and 


slirts low-lying shores, passing among 


‘iiumerable isiands, All at once 4 
harrow opening appears; we go 
through it, and find ourselves in tbe 
spacious harbor of Sebesico, with the 


town rising from the water to a fort 
erownlng the hil”

A ONE-MAN FLAG—THE 
PRESIDENT’S. 


Most folk know of some of the per- | 


quisites that will accrue to the vext 
President of the United States, such 
as a band which js ut his disposal—the 
Marine bund—and the White [fouse 
conservatories which provide the fire: 
lady of the land with flowers, bur it 


Is not so generally known that one of | 
Choe j 


the honors bestowed upon the 
executive is a special ffag, 


This flag is not seen frequently. It 


does not float over the White House. 
Its use is reserved, for the most purt, 
for occasions when the President 
pears tn his ex-officio capacity us cone 
munder in chief of the army and the 
navy. 

The President’s flag consists of the 
coat-of-arms a8 they appear on the 
President's seal, against a blue bhack- 
ground, und flanked by four stars, lis 
history and use are described in the 
monograph on “Flags of the World" 
of the National Geographic society as 
follows: 

When the President visits a vessel 
of the United States, the President's 
flag is broken at the main the mo 
ment he reaches the deck, and -is 
kept flying as long as he is on board. 
If the vessel can do so, a national sa- 
lute of 21 guns ig fired as soon as 
possible after hig arrival on board. 
Upon departure, another salute of 21 
guns is fired, the President's’ flag be- 
ing lowered with the last gua of the 
salute. 


When the President {s embarked 
in a boat he usually directs that his 
flag be displayed trom the staff in the 
bow of his barge. When he passes 
in a boat flying his flag, vessels of 
the navy parade the full guard, four 
ruffles are given on the drum, four 
flourishes are sounded on the bugle, 
the National Anthem ts played by the 
band, and officers and men salute, 
When the President Is embarked in 
a ship flying his flag, all saluting ships, 
on meeting her at sea or elsewhere, 
and all naval batteries, fire a national 
salute on passing, 

Previous to the present order 
there were two designs displayed on 
flags and on colors to be used in the 
presence of the commander in chief 
of-the army and'the navy. The navy 
design was of an earlier date than 
that of the army, and consisted of the 
coat-of-arms of the United States, as 
shown in the Great Seal, upon a blue 
ground. This happened to be almost 
identical with the tnfantry colors, The 
Presitdent’s colors were designed to be 
distinctive from the infantry colors, 
and consisted of a blue ground with 
a large crimson star, outlined heavily 
with white. Within the star was to 
be seen the cont-of-artns of the United 
States, and outside the star within its 
angles were powdered smal) stars 
to the number of states in the 
Union. 


Can Can. 

All the world before long wil! be 
cnnning American style, {f the present 
rate of progress keeps up. Last year 
France asked the loan of some can- 
ning specialists from the United 
States Department of Agriculture to 
teach them the purely American art 
of home canning. The results were 
so gratifying that the same group were 
asked to return this year to give 
further instruction. They went, and 
thelr work everywhere in France was 
attended with gratifying results. 

The director general of agriculture 
In the Httle duchy of Luxemburg hear- 
ing of the method of preserving fruits 
and vegetables being taught the 
French, asked if the American canning 
experts could be lent to Luxemburg 
when they were through in France. 
This was arranged, and the first two 
weeks Jn September found the Ameri- 
cans teaching in Luxemburg how to 
can and dry garden products and how 
tg: can meant and fish. From Luxemburg 
the demonstrators went to Holland 
where at Amsterdam and other places 
a serfes of lectures were given. At the 
request of the British Department of 
Agriculture, the canning spectalists 
then went to England and gave dem- 
onstrationa before the English insti- 
tute workers. One group ts now in 
Denmark and another in Egypt. Wher- 
ever American canning methods are 
taught the response and apprectation 
is most gratifying.
